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Egg  production  in  1959  totaled  62,401  million  eggs- -3  percent  more  than 
the  1958  production  of  60,703  million.  Compared  with  1958;  egg  production  was 
up  4 percent  during  the  first  10  months  of  the  year,  hut  vas  down  2 percent 
during  November  through  December.  Number  of  layers  on  /hand  during  1959  averaged 
307  million,  compared  with  301  million  in  1958.  Egg  production  in  1959  "was 
6 percent  more  than  five  years  earlier  ( 195*0;  ‘with  rate  of  lay  up  10  percent 
■which  more  than  offset  the  3 percent  smaller  number  of  layers. 


The  rate  of  egg  production  per  layer  on  hand  during  1959  'was  206  eggs, 
compared  with  201  eggs  per  layer  in  1958.  The  rate  was  at  record-high  levels 
in  all  months  of  the  year,  except  November.
